JUDGE REFUSES SOLICITOR'S 
APPLICATION, 


‘| PRACTICE OF COURT. 


“I do not see why I should in- 
crease the costs,” remarked the 
Puisne Judge (Mr. Justice Wood) 
in the Summary Court this morn- 
ing, when Mr.-J, M. Halt asked 
for ¢osts for translations of 
accounts after judgment had been 
delivered in a case. 

Mr, Hall, Jn applying, ‘pointed 
out that the translations had been 
made.at the request of defondant's 
solicitors, Messrs, Wilkinson and 
Grist, who previously acted for 
him. 

His Lordship said he could not 
allow costs for translations which 
he did not think were necessary. 
The issue was as, to whether a 
certain amount was paid on 
.acertain day. 

When Mr. Hall pointed out that 
he had had to go through the 
accounts in order: to work them 


out, his Lordship said there were 


Chinese intempreters in all 
solicitors' offices and hig rule wag 
that he could not allow such costs 
untess he ordered translations to 
be made. The documents in 
Chinese could have been sent to 
defendant's solicitors without 
English translations. . 

The case was one in which tne 
Sum Wo Hing, No. 2, Sai Street, 
sued’ Li Chun, No. I, New 
Market Street, formerly trading 
under the firm name of the Tai 
Sang, of the same address, for 
$317.85, being an amount overpaid 
by plaintiff to the Tai Sang firm 
of which, at the time of the 
accruing cause ‘of action, defcn- 
dant was the sole proprietor. Mr. 
J, Mo Hall was for plaintiff! and 
defendxnt conducted his own case. 

Defendant denied he had been 
overpaid, but when asked to pro- 
duce his books, he stated that his 
business had closed down and his 
books had been sold to a marine 
hawker, 

Mr. Hall vemarked that that 
was rather strange as defendant 
asked for plaintiffs accounts wilt 
which to balance hiy own up ty 
the end of last year. 

Giving judgment, his Lordship 
suid be believed plaintiff. He 
would give judgment for plaintitf 
with costs, and execution would be 
atayed for-a week if the costs on 
the writ were said forthwith. If, 
during that time, defendant could 
find proof that the judgment was 
wrong, then his Lordship indicat- 
ed that he would reconsider the 
matter,
